The Municipal District of Moun- 
tain View No, 49 Civil Defence or- 
ganization will actively participate 
with Alberta Civil Defence and 19 
other municipal] civil defence organ- 
izations in the Canada-wide Exer- 
cise “Co-operation III", 24th and 
25th of April , 

The exercise is designed to train 
control centre staff at all fevels 
of government in Civil Defenca 
functions, including the method of 
co-operation with the armed ser- 
vices. It will also test communi- 
cations and warning systems pro- 
cedures on a provincial and nat- 
ional scale. 

Mr. W. J. Bagnall, Director of 
Civil Defence for the Municipal 
District of Mountain View will be 
in charge of operations. 

The Exercise will begin at 9:00 
a.m., April 24th and will conclude 
at 9 a.m. on the 25th. Although 
no action will be taken outside con- 
trol centres, the control room staffs 
will face problems identical to 
those which would result from H- 
bomb attack. 

Edmonton jis the only Federally 
designed target area in Alberta, 
but because of the province's stra- 
tegic position there is the constant 
danger of random H-bomb bursts 


from shod-down and ditched air- 
craft. ; 
Radioactive fallout from an H-{ 


bomb explosion presents a problem 
for civil defence workers as serious 
as the explosion itself. Fallout 
will extend downwind from the 
burst to cover an area 200 miles 
long and 50 miles wide. The far- 
thest corner of Alberta is vulner- 
able to fallout, and random bombs. 


Extensive training of civil de- 
fence personnel has preceded the 
exercise, More than 180 Civil Ser- 
vants and municipal volunteers 
have recently completed Control 
Room Procedure Courses at the Al- 
berta Civil Defence School in Ed- 
monton.

Guest Editorial 


THE BUDGET REACTION 

Initial reaction of the “man-in- 
the-street” to Mr. Fleming's budget 
was that perhaps it wasn't too bad. 
Perwonal income tax boosts wae 
moderate for the average taxpayer; 
sales tax increases on some items 
would be a “nuisance” but were not 
too onerous. 

That was the initial reaction. 
Things look a little different now 
that the manufacturing sector of 
the Canadian economy has been 
heard from. The manufacturers 
are almost unanimous in saying 
that ‘the higher corporation taxcs 
will be passed on directly to the 
consumer in the form of higher 
prices for goods. And that’s where 


the “man-in-the-street” is going 
to be hurt, 
Taxpayers are getting another 


lesson in economics. They are 
finding that when government 
spending is increased it is reflected 
not only in direct tax increases but 
indirect increases as well. When 
governments start to spend more 
money, taxpayers can figure that 
the cost of living will increase; not 
only will they not have as much 
money left from their salaries after 
tax deductions but also the things 
,they want to buy will cost more. 
Result is a lower standard of living 
and further proof that government 
attempts to “buy prosperity” don't 
work out as planned, 

The fact that manufacturers will 
pass along all sales and corporation 
tax increases to consumets should 
surprise no one, There are not too 
many manufacturers these days — 
what with the ever-increasing cost 
of labor and materials — who are 
not working on a fairly tight mar- 
gin of profit. They must pass on 
increased costs or go out of busi- 
ness, 

However, there is one area of 
concern in this business of “passing 
on" taxes. That is where the in- 
creased taxes are used as an excuse 
to grab an extra profit which has 
nothing to do with taxes. Too 
many businessmen, we suspect, ate 
inclined to think that it's clever 
to tack an unjustified price in- 
crease on their products and blame 
the federal government. 

We note, for instance, that cig- 
arette manufacturers have worked 


——_—_——————————— 
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ing that the excise tax on liquor— 
amounting to approximately 12 
cents on a 25-ounce bottle — will 
necessitate price increases of any- 
where from 20 to 75 cents a bottle. 

Those are merely two. obvious 
examples. Others will come to 
light as other industries figure how 
they can make the new taxes work 
best for them. 

Will these extra potential profits 
mean more prosperity for Canada? 
We doubt it very much. The al- 
ready wary customers are much 
more likely to tighten their belts, 
harden their sales resistance, make 
do with what they have. The com- 
bination of higher taxes and the 
squeezing of extra profits may have 
a drastic effect on 
economy.

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD FULCHER 
District Agriculturist 


Accidents are causei, they do 
do not just happen. Every year 
there are many deaths on the farms 
and many injuries due to accidents 
with machinery. The tractor is the 
number one lethal machine on the 
farm today. 

Most accidents occur in the 
Spring due to fatigue, haste and 
lack of sound judgment. Tipping 
the tractor is common; in Spring 
the shoulders of roads are soft, 
ditch banks are soft and side hills 
are not firm; be very careful when 
Operating in these areas. 

When a machine becomes stuck 
in mud holes and the tractor is 
hitched on at a distance, be sure 
the tow line is fastened to the 
tractor at the draw bar level or 
below; this prevents ‘the tractor 
from rearing; this rearing has 
caused more than one death by 
tipping the operator and tractor. 

In hitching the tractor to an 
implement be careful; a little time 
gained by rushing may cost dearly. 
No matter how much time it takes, 
attach all safety shields for power- 
take-off shafts. 

Remember, operating a tractor 
long hours is a = man-sized job: 
children cannot be expected to do 
this; they will soon tire and with | 
this fatigue and the lack of adult | 
physical and menial ability they 
are flinting with dander. 

In the rush of this season avoid 
accidents, do not make mistakes 
that cannot be corrected. Remem- 
ber, “death is so final.”

TREES: Very shortly many 
thousands of small trees will be 
shipped from Provincial tmreeries 
to farms throughout Alberta. It 
has taken a lot of effort and care 
on the part of some people to get 
these small trees started and then 
again to lift them out of the 
ground, package them and ship 
them to you. 

It is now up to you to give them 
good cate so they will survive, 
thrive and beautify your home or 
farmstead. A word about how to 
care for the bundles of trees. Pick 
them up at your local express of- 
fice just as soon as you possibly 
can after they arrive. They will 
keep very well right in the bundles 
foy at least a week or more provid- 
ing you store these bundles in @ 
cool, dark place and make sure the 
bundles are kept moist. We find 


this system more satisfactory than 


where the trees are removed from 
the bundles and heeled into the 
eround temporarily. This makes 
less bother for you and more con- 
venient for us when we come to 
plant them. 

Of course, if you have a small 
number of trees and wish to plant 
them by hand yourself, by all means 
do that just as soon as your trees 
arrive. If you plan on taking ad- 
vantage of our tree planting ser- 
vice follow the instructions given 
above.
